The name of Janet. Travcll, M.D.. will 


ring a bell in the minds of most people. 
They will recall that she is the personal 
physician of President John K. Kennedy. 
But she is also a Washington. D.C.. house- 
wife and tlu's part of her life is one she 
has not forgotten. And because of the 
M.D. and housewife combination, she is 
in a unique position to give other women 
a few words of helpful advice. This she 
docs in a recent issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Women's Associa- 
tion. 


As a starter, Dr. Travcll advises the 


housewife to scramble the work instead 


of 
finishing arduous 


tasks, one at a time, 
so as to use different 
sets of muscles—"The 
world won't come to 


The 


Tasks 


an end if you don't finish the job in one 
day." Are the men listening? They, too, 
might profit a little from this advice. The 
use of different muscles might be the med- 
ical reason for not driving to the end of 
every job but there are other reasons, too. 
We like the thought that the world isn't 
going to end if a job isn't finished. It 
isn't intended to encourage laziness but 
overexertion is as bad for your state of 
mind as for the state of your body. 


And the longer a person pushes him- 


self, the less efficient he becomes. Thus, 
the work you do in excess of that you 
should normally be expected to do will be 
done with less efficiency and the entire 
job will suffer as a result. If you laid 
the chore over until the next day, you 
could get it done in half the time and 
do it better. 


This is something that a lot of stu- 


dents come to know when the subjects 
get tough in the upper levels of educa- 
tion. After cramming for hours of an eve- 
ning, they find it wise to put the books 
aside as they reach a saturation point, a 
point of diminishing return.

We 
can note, however, that polishing the car 
calls for use of the right arm for awhile 
and then the left as one arm alone can't 
take the strain of a full wax and pob'sh 


job. The alternative, of course, is a pro- 
fessional job for the men or a housekeeper 
for the ladies but this is not always the 
preference and prerogative of the Indi- 
vidual. 


On to more advice, this time the wel- 


come warning to avoid hurrying. "A few 
minutes of rest every hour," says the 
good doctor, "Is more likely to prevent 
muscle exhaustion than lying down for 
a couple of hours at a time after a long 
period of work."

The University of Nebraska Board of 


Regents invited the public in and then 
served it a nice dish of pap. If the only 
thing it can say about the appropriation 
it now expects to get from the Legisla- 
ture is what it said in an official state- 
ment this week, then we can conclude 
only that it has been treated with overt 
generosity. 


Whom do the regents expect to do 


theu- fighting for them? A nicely insulting 
statement was issued in addition and per- 
sonally from Regent Val Peterson but he 
neglected to back it up with any facts. 
The university left far out on a limb 
Gov. Frank Morrison who was challenged 
in the Legislature on his statement that 
he might call a special session if the loss 
of federal funds appears imminent due to 
lack of matching capital by the institution. 


Either the governor didn't know what 


he was talking about, a situation we rather 


doubt, or the university has been cowed 
beyond all hope. Why does not the uni- 
versity back up the governor and specify 
those places where a loss of federal funds 
appears likely in view of the pending ap- 
propriation for the institution? 


The university is going to get exactly 


nowhere with such mealy-mouthed state- 
ments as "dynamic leadership," "growth 
and development" and "properly upgrad- 
ing." All of these things are high-sounding 
but they don't cut any ice when it comes 
to looking for an appropriation of tax 
money. 


Tax funds will and should be appropri- 


ated on the basis of exactly what they 
will be used for and you would never 
know this use from reading the statement 
of the Board of Regents. Let Sen. Richard 
Marvel crow if he wants to about Madi- 
son Avenue techniques but let the Board 
of Regents inform the public of the facts 
as it has a responsibility for doing.

ing either Public Enemy No. 1 or a great- 
er breaker of tradition than all others. 
He has stirring thoughts about American 
banking. 


He makes big banks mad by oppos- 


ing their mergers when it appears that 
it would reduce competition. He makes 
other bankers glad by his enthusiasm for 
granting new charters, an average of 10 
a month when par for the course far 
many years has not been more than three. 
He believes national banks should be al- 
lowed to undcnvritc municipal, highway 
and other kinds of revenue bonds. lie is 
giving small independent community banks 
nightmares by outspoken support of branch 
banking. He also thinks the bigger banks 
should quit relying on the Federal Re- 
serve to set the pattern for interest rates, 
and should let feverish competition keep 
them in line. 


Most of Saxon's ideas constitute here- 


sies. But there arc some obvious facts. 
One is that if the banks arc required to 
run harder the menace of government in- 
trusion would decline. Since we arc com- 
mitted to private enterprise it isn't really 
wrong to magnify it. Certainly, if the

If no such skin infection 


is found, then nervous ten- 
sion is frequently the cause, 
and sedatives or tranquili- 
zers are used. 


An example of this was an 


attractive but highly tense 
office worker who was on 
the verge of getting a wig 
because of such bald spots. 


The hair trouble in turn 


made her nerves worse. 


In her case, 
reassurance 


that such things happen and 
are corrected, plus giving 
her some tranquilizers, got 
her nerves u n d e r control. 
The hair grew back normal- 
ly, and she hasn't had any 
further trouble in that re- 
gard.

The Legislature will ad- 


journ in a few days. Again 
we find the university left 
without sufficient funds to 
carry on a program worthy 
of the state of Nebraska. 


It is too late to do any- 


thing about this year's budg- 
et but it Is not too early 
to begin thinking about two 
years hence. If we want our 
state university to -take its 
rightful place among the 
schools of the nation, we will 
have to elect men to the 
Legislature and to the office 
of governor who will give 
more than lip service to the 
university 
when the chips 


are down. 


Let us look at one or two 


instances where the univer- 
sity is not able to furnish 
the slate with the services 
it could with a more realis- 
tic budget. It is ironic that 
the "Beef State" must givo 
its veterinary students schol- 
arships so that they can at- 


tend veterinary schools in 
Oklahoma and Iowa. Also, 
Nebraska 
suffered 
greater 


losses from the corn borer 
last year than any other 
state. These losses amounted 
to over $26 million, about 
7^c of the total crop and 
about 25Cn of the profit. Yet 
we cannot afford a few thou- 
sand dollars for a concerted 
research program on the in- 
sects and diseases of corn. 
There are many other in- 
stances where the university 
could be working for us, if 
it had sufficient funds to do 
the job. 


We want to attract indus- 


try 
to Nebraska. It is a 


proven fact that industry is 
attracted to areas with out- 
standing research facilities. 
Agriculture 
and 
industry 


both depend more and more 
on research each year. 


Let us look a little more 


closely at the cost of opera- 
ting our university. Instead 
of talking about GOOTc in- 
creases, let's look at the 
mill levy which is a more 
realistic indicator. The state 
general levy, which includes 
the University of Nebraska 
budget, is less today, 1962, 
than it was in 1955. 


How much would it cost 


to give the university funds 
for 
a realistic program? 


Less than an extra mill or 
one dollar per thousand dol- 
lars assessed valuation. For 
the 
average 
home-owner, 


tliis would be between two 
and three dollars annually. 
I am as reluctant as anyone 
to add even one dollar to the 
present burden of the tax- 
paying property owner, but 


I feel sure that most every- 
one would go along with this 
small increase in order to 
have a university that we 
could really be proud 
of, 


and that would be able to 
do the job it should be doing. 
It is time to stop being 
"penny 
wise 
and 
pound 


foolish."

Mix ing The 
Tasks 


The name of Janet Travell, M.D , will 
ring a bell in the minds of most people 
They will recall that she is the personal 
phy sician of President John F Kennedy , 
But she is also a Washington, D C., house­ 
wife and this part of her life is one she 
has not forgotten. And because of the 
M.D. and housewife combination, she is 
in a unique position to give other women 
a few words of helpful advice. This she 
does in a recent issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Women’s Associa­ 
tion. 
As a starter, Dr Travell advises the 
housewife to scramble the work instead 
of finishing 
arduous 
tasks, one at a time, 
so as to use different 
sets of muscles—“The 
world won’t come to 
an end if y ou don’t finish the job in one 
day .” Are the men listening? They , too. 
might profit a little from this advice. The 
use of different muscles might be the med­ 
ical reason for not driving to the end of 
every job but there are other reasons, too. 
We like the thought that the world isn’t 
going to end if a job isn’t finished. It 
isn’t intended to encourage laziness but 
overex ertion is as bad for y our state of 
mind as for the state of y our body . 
And the longer a person pushes him­ 
self, the less efficient he becomes. Thus, 
the work y ou do in ex cess of that y ou 
should normally he ex pected to do will he 
done with less efficiency and the entire 
job will 
sufftT as a result. If y ou laid 
the chore over until the nex t day , y ou 
could get it done in half the time and 
do it better. 
This is something that a lot of stu­ 
dents come to know when the subjects 
get tough in the upper levels of educa­ 
tion.

If no such skin infection 
is found, then nervous ten­ 
sion is frequently the cause, 
and sedatives or tranquili­ 
zers are used. 
An ex ample of this was an 
attractive but highly tense 
office worker who was on 
the verge of getting a wig 
because of such bald spots. 
The hair trouble in turn 
made her nerves worse. 
In her case, reassurance 
that such things happen and 
are corrected, plus giving 


ex tremely hard calluses or 
"pump bumps” on 
e a c h 
heel. How can they he rc- 
moved?—MISS L. R. 
The calluses formed as a 
result of pressure or chaf­ 
ing. The heels or heel straps 
of y our shoes caused t h e 
pressure.

Scottsbluff (UPI) — Local 


concern over Scottsbluff Jun- 
ior College's athletic recruit- 
inn program is real, a school 
official confirmed today. 


Bernard L. Gocrke, college 


treasurer, said a group of lo- 
cal citizens, mostlv business- 
men, have prodded the school 
board to de-emphasize athlet- 
ics and drop the football pro- 
gram altogether. 


Out, Gocrke said, the board 


has rejected the appeal and 
decided to continue football 
at the junior college "for an- 
other year at least." 


Last week a group of busi- 


nessmen complained to the 
board t h a t out-of-statc ath- 
letes on scholarships at the 
college were not paying their 
bills. The board said it would 
not ask athletic recruiting be 
curtailed a n d earlier ap- 
proved a resolution sailing it 
would not ask for a change 
in policy. 


Earlier this week..Sen. Ter- 


ry Carpenter of Scottsbluff 
said he understands t h e 
s c h o o I is subsidizing out-of- 
slate athletes from as far 
away as New York to the 
tune of $35,000 per year. He 
contended this was too much 
for local residents to pay for 
an "athlete factory" and that 
quality education was suffer- 
ing as a result. 


Gocrke s a i d he did nut 


know to what extent out-of- 
state athletes were being sub- 
sidized. 


"A group of citizens asked 


the board to take a look at 
the athletic program and spe- 
cifically cut out football," he 


said, "but. to my knowledge, 
nothing has happened 
yet" 


Gocrke declined to glvo his 


opinion on the effect of tli^ 
athletic program on Ih0 
school's education program.
